S the body of the Earl of Bellamont, for- 
merly his Britanie Majefty’s Governor of 
New-York, hath, within thefe few days, been 
taken up from an ancient vault in Fort George, 
where it hath quietly lain for near a century paft, 
ind his Lordthip’s mame, in confequence of fuch 
Jifcovery, having been once more brought to re- 
nemembrance by the newlpapers, it may not be 
amifs to mention an anecdote fomewhat remark- 
ible of him, 
_ ** Lord Bellamont was, in the early part of his 
ife, avery gay man; and, following the calt of 
the court, anc of the times in which he lived, was 
confidered as a nobleman of great indulgence in 
ficte amiours, too policely and fathonably termed 
zallantry, when it might be fortaaate. dor or 
ocople of fathion if it were marked with a mre 
difcountenanciag epithet. Such indulgence, how- 
ever, his Lordihip greatly Jamentéd for years be- 
iore his Geath; and, as he was thought to bea 
Roman Catholic (and ftriét!y fo the latter part of 


_ tis life) the memento or punifhment he impofed 


upon himielf, tor fuch his pai criminal indulgen- 
cies, was, that once every week, for years before 
aig death, at a certain hour in the evening, he 
irefled completely in the nabit and attire of a lady, 
and, after fitting by himielf for an hour. in the 
chapel, walked tur a certain time upon the ram- 
partof Fort-Georye! It was not merely the ex- 
vernal dreis uf a lady that his Lordfhip put on: 
ne wore the habit complete from head to foot, and 
ufed conitantly to have the neweft fafhioned drefles 
come over to kim from England every year. 

‘* None but his own Valet de Chambre was 
oerfonally privy to this bufinefs, which, however, 
was threwdly conje€tured by others in the family 
to be as it really was; yet no perfon ever took the 
liberty of touching upon the fubjeé witli his Lord- 
ihip, until a young officer of the company that did 
duty at the Fort (then lately arrived fromEngland) 
(aid one day at dinner, ‘‘ My, Lord, the centry 
on daty lait night declared to me that he faw the 
apparition of a woman walking on the ramparts, 
and that he means, the next time it appears, to 
fire a bail!’? His Lordfhip’made no an{wer, but 
from that time difcontinued his walks, in female 
drefs, upon the ramparts ; but he never failed, 
to the end of life, drefling as ufaal, and fitting 
his ftated time in the chapel by himfelf.’’ 

Thus deep! to feeling minds, advanced in 
years, doth recollection and the fing of guilt 
reach, even though the caufe be entirely fecret 
from the world, Nothing, nowever, in this little 
publication, is intended as difrefpeétfal to the cha- 
rater of the noble Lord, whofe remains are now 
byaccident in public view, but the reverfe ; Je
